The president trans- 
"H****^8 fcrea* deal of official correspondence and records but flatly 
refusedI to Bend to the senate the original or a copy of the letter 
Admiral filiss wrote to him in which a«report was made of the 
view of the American peace delegation regarding Shantung. Sec- 
retary Lansing had previously told the Senate that such a letter 
had been written to the president but that the Shantung matter 
was not settled-according to the American delegate's advice. 


Wilson informed the senate that he had no knowledge of any 


negotiations looking to a secret pact between Germany and Japan. 


He also said he had no knowledge of any effort on the part
